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Romulus man drowns while fishing in Belleville Lake 


A 73-year-old Romulus man 
drowned Friday while fishing 
in Belleville Lake. 

The victim, Joseph Krause, 
left his home at about 9 a.m. 
Friday to fish on Belleville 
Lake, according to Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Direc- 
tor Mark Perkins. The victim’s 
son reported him missing at 
8:25 p.m. when he did not re- 
turn home as expected. 

The victim had been 
observed launching his 8-foot 


rubber raft at the Department 
of Natural Resources boat 
launching site, and witnesses 
report seeing Krause paddling 
his rubber raft across the east 
portion of the lake at about 10 
a.m. Krause was not observed 
after that time, according to 
Van Buren Township police re- 
ports. 

When the weather became 
stormy, Krause’s son went to 
the launch site on East Huron 
River Drive to look for his 


father. He saw his father’s car 
in the parking lot but found no 
trace of his father. 

At 10 p.m. Friday, the 
township marine patrol began 
a search with the aid of a Sur- 
vival Flight helicopter. The 
search was called off in the ear- 
ly morning hours Saturday but 
continued in the morning with 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s De- 
partment joining in the effort. 
Although divers made a pat- 
tern search of the area Satur-

“These 
gentlemen demonstrated con- 
cern and gave me moral sup- 
port in a situation that I have 
not often encountered.** 

Merritt informed Dansbv she 
was impressed by the way the 
officers conducted themselves. 

•*l cannot express enough 
how thoughtful and under- 
standing these gentlemen 
were.** Merritt said. “1 have a 
treat deal of respect for the 


Romulus police. 

“I feel that the citizens and 
businesses of Romulus should 
be very proud that they have 
such a group of outstanding 
people to rely on in the event of 
an emergency.” 

Hugh Davis Jr. of David and 
Culpepper echoed the grati- 
tude of Merritt to the Romulus 
Police Department. 

“As soon as the trial was 
over, I wanted to let you know' 
how much we appreciated the 
thoroughly professional man- 
ner in which vour department 
handled this difficult case,” 
Davis said. “From investiga- 
tion through trial, my clients 
were treated with fairness and 
restraint.” 


day, they were unable to locate 
the body of the drowned man in 
the murky water. 

Krause’s raft, with one oar 
inside, was found on the shore, 
and later the missing oar and a 
hat, which was identified as the 
victim’s, was found in the 
water. 

On Sunday afternoon, a re- 
creational boater located the 
body in the lake. 

The Wayne County Medical 
Examiner confirmed Krause’s 


death was because of 
drowning. 

Krause’s death marks the 
first drowning in Belleville 
Lake this year. Last year, a 
man riding in an inner tube had 
a heart attack and died in the 
water. 

Director Perkins noted the 
drowning death of the Romulus 
man points to the need for all 
boaters to comply with water 
safety rules, even those using 
rafts or tubes. The public safe- 


ty director said the victim was 
a good swimmer, but was not 
wearing a life preserver and 
apparently did not have one. 

“Because Belleville Lake is a 
small lake, an average swim- 
mer can swim to shore at many 
points, and rubber rafts don’t 
pose any special hazards if 
they are operated safely. 
However, all boaters should 
wear life preservers and carry 
all of the safety equipment that 
is required,” Perkins said. 


New training 

Councilmembers praise police

Romulus councilmembers 
praised Police Chief Fred 
Dansby June 3 for his dedica- 
tion to continue educating the 
Romulus Police Department 
on the latest police techniques. 

Dansby requested coun- 
cilmembers approve an in- 
service training program for 
the police department which 
would consist of a 24-hour, 
seven days a week program- 
ming on television of police re- 
lated subjects. 

Councilmembers agreed to 
the program by a unanimous 
vote. 

“All of the programs are 
police related and cover vir- 
tually every subject that a 
police officer will experience in 
his daily routine,” Dansby 
said. “The programs are 
shown on television sets that 
will be set up in different loca- 
tions of the police department, 
such as, the squad room where 
officers can watch a training 


film while attending roll call.” 

The contract or subscription 
agreement is based on a 50- 
man department instead of 56 
man, according to Dansby. 
Cost is $388 per month and will 
not change in the future. 

There is a one-time charge 
for installation of $285, which is 
a reduced charge for this ser- 
vice because normally the cost 
is $785, Dansby said. 

“The cost will be paid out of 
the police department training 
funds in the 1991-92 police de- 
partment budget,” Dansby 
said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry commended Dansby for 
presenting the program to the 
council. 

“I think there’s no limit to 
education,” Raspberry said. 

Councilman Russell Lam- 
bert agreed with Raspberry 
andadded “you can never get 
enough training.” 

“This is like a refresher 
course to keep them going,” 
Lambert said. 

Dansby informed coun-

cilmembers the training prog- 
ram will assist the officers with 
learning how to handle situa- 
tions by use of verbal com- 
munication. 

“If you have the proper ver- 
bal communication, there is 
less force used,” Dansby said. 
“The officers are doing a good 
job out there, but they just need 
to supplement their training.” 


Police seek better identification

Romulus councilmembers 
introduced an amendment to 
the Uniform Traffic Code June 
3 which prohibits the presenta- 
tion of false identification of the 
driver when stopped by police 
for a traffic violation. 

If approved, the ordinance as 
amended would read: 

• It shall be unlawful for any 
person who has been requested 
to display an operator’s or 
chauffeur’s license and who for 
any reason is unable to do so, to 


provide identification informa- 
tion to a police officer other 
than that which is accurate and 
is applicable to that person 
alone. 

The ordinance states the 
council has found a problem ex- 
ists when individuals, who 
have been stopped or contacted 
by police for traffic or misde- 
meanor violations, are unable 
to produce an operator or 
chauffeur license on demand. 

Councilmembers also found 
the following to be true: 

• The information provided 
is usually accurate for some 


other party, who holds a valid 
driving status in this, or some 
other state. 

• This action on the part of 
the arrested person will nor- 
mally result in charges being 
brought against a completely 
innocent party, who had no 
knowledge of the events or 
activity. 

• The activity often results in 
warrants being issued, driving 
privileges being suspended, 
additional time and effort on 
the part of the police and the 
court system, plus additional 
litigation. 


Detroit man to stand trial

April 19, Daniel 
Meloche, 17, was walking 
southbound on Merriman Road 
in the roadway, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall 
Meloche was apparently walk- 
ing home from his girlfriend’s 
house in Westland when he was 
struck by a vehicle, Randall 
said. 

The vehicle, allegedly driven 
by Brady, sped away from the 
scene while failing to stop and 
assist Meloche. according to 


Randall. The vehicle headed 
southbound on Merriman, west 
on Michigan Avenue. 

Meloche was taken to the 
University of Michigan Hospit- 
al where he was pronounced 
dead at 7:06 a.m. April 20. 

A not-guilty plea was entered 


for Brady by Archbold. The hit- 
and-run charge is a felony 
offense which carries a max 
imum of five years in jail and 
up to a $5,000 fine 

Police are still investigating 
the case.

Son returns home 
from Iraq border

Romulus resident Barbara 
Leach can take down the yel- 
low ribbons which adorn her 
home now that her son, Robert 
Parrott, has returned from the 
Persian Gulf. 

“I love it,” Leach said. “It's 
great to have him home. I'm 
making all his favorite foods.” 

Parrott, 25, has been a sol- 
dier in the Army for seven 
years. During Desert Storm, he 
was a telecommunications 
operator situated about 15 
miles from the Iraq border. 

“We were in charge of re- 
ceiving information from our 
division, and then we would 
have to refine the information 
and send it back,” Parrottsaid. 

This was the first time Par- 
rott was in a combat situation. 
He was sent to the Persian Gulf 
Dec. 17. 

“At first, it seemed long and 
drawn out when we got there,” 
Parrott said. “We had a num- 
ber of briefings to keep us in- 
formed. The most difficult time 


was really not knowing when 
I’d be going home." 

The weather would reach 
near 125 degrees some days. 
Parrott lost about 10 pounds 
during the war. 

Leach said Parrott decided 
to fight for his country in order 
to protect his family. 

“He came to me when he was 
17 and said, ‘I'm going to join 
the service,’” Leach said. “He 
said ‘Someone has to take care 
of you and little brother.’ He 
wanted to protect the country.” 

Parrott is a graduate of 
Romulus Senior High School. 
He was stationed in Germany 
for the last four years. His 
grandmother, Isabell, never 
gave up hope Parrott would re- 
turn home safely. 

“I knew he would come 
home,” Isabell said. “I said a 
prayer for him every day. I just 
knew he was coming home.” - 

Parrott recently married 
Lisa Anselment, whom he met 
while stationed in Germany. 

“I’ve very happy he is 
home," Lisa Parrott said.

Blue Ribbon Commission to 
study education in schools 


In a move to improve the 
technical skills of graduating 
high school students, State 
Rep. William Keith (D-Inkster) 
last week announced the 
formation of a Blue Ribbon 
Commission on Career/Tech- 
nical Education. 

“We have a responsibility to 
make sure our children are 
prepared with the basic skills, 
training and knowledge that 
the employers will need and de- 
mand in the future,” said 
Keith, chairman of the House 
Education Committee. 

“It is vital that educators 
work closely with business and 
labor interests to identify the 
kind of career and technical 
training that will be needed,” 
he said. 

fThe formation of the com- 
mission was announced jointly 
by Keith and House Speaker 
Lewis N. Dodak (D-Birch Run 
Area). 

The lawmakers said the com- 
mission will: 

• - Analyze the effectiveness of 
existing vocational/technical 
education programs in provid- 
ing students with the skills and 
technical training needed in 
the workplace. 

• - Recommend ways to ex- 
pand and improve current 
vocational education prog- 
rams, including redefining 
learning opportunities for the 
non-college bound student. 

• - Examine the role business 
should play in helping schools 
provide students with the skills 
and knowledge they will need 
to become employed in the fu- 
ture, including ways to restruc- 
ture existing programs to in- 
corporate both current and 
anticipated needs into public 
education. 

• - Recommend ways to help 
students make a seamless 
transition from secondary 
school to the workforce or con- 
tinued education. 

Dodak is chair of the com- 
mission and Keith is vice chair. 

“If our children are going to 
compete successfully in the in- 
ternational marketplace, their 
education can’t be provided in 
a vacuum,” Dodak said. 


“Leaders in education, busi- 
ness and labor must work 
together to prepare all students 
to enter into the workforce at 
the most appropriate level.” 

Keith added : “We can no lon- 
ger afford to have any child, 
regardless of where he or she 
lives, graduate from high 
school without the skills and 
knowledge needed to either be- 
come employed or to continue 
their education. 

“The work of the blue-ribbon 
commission will keep that 
from happening.”

$46 million 


Cleanup effort receives boost

Members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives took recently 
the largest step yet in the effort 
to clean the Rouge River. 

The House Appropriations 
Subcommittee approved giv- 
ing $46 million-the largest 
amount of federal funds yet 
donated- to the local effort in 
the 1992 fiscal year, Michigan 
Congressmen John D. Dingell 
(D-Trenton) and William D. 
Ford (D-Taylor) announced. 

The bill, now awaiting action 
by the full House, is expected to 
be approved without opposi- 
tion, said Dennis Fitzgibbons, a 
spokesman for Dingell. 

A companion bill is being 
worked upon in the Senate. 

The funds, if approved, will 
be used to clear logjams, silt 
and debris, construct stormwa- 
ter retention basins throughout 
the Rouge River basin, monitor 
combined sewer overflows, 
survey the concentrations of 
PCBs in the water and monitor 
other “problem areas,” the 
congressmen said. 

“These monies will go a long 
way in helping our Downriver 
and western Wayne communi- 
ties clean up the Rouge River,” 
they said. “We still face many 
years of hard work, but we’re 
glad for the successful begin- 
ning of this crucial funding pro- 
cess.” 

Ford and Dingell began their 
efforts to save the Rouge at a 
federal level four years ago in

response to a grassroots swell 
of support for cleaning up the 
river. 

Since then they have 
obtained $110 million for the 
cause. The additional $46 mil- 
lion would be the largest one- 
time donation yet. 


By the time the Rouge 
cleanup is finally completed, 
Fitzgibbons said, the amount of 
federal funding probably will 
reach at least $1 billion. He 
could not estimate, however, 
how long the entire cleanup 
task may take.

Loser Kelly Holmes held the Tigers 
scoreless for three innings before her 
teammates fell apart on defense.
